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Tho Chisholm Massacre. 



New Yohk, July 7.--A report directed 
by the Government into tho murder of 
August McLellan, the Scotchman killed 
in" Kemper county, Misa., during tho 
Chisholm massacre, has been presented 
to the Attorney General. Tho evidence 
discloaes that tho murder of Chisholm 
was the result of a deliberately planned 
conspiracy, and that it was intended 
to kill tho other parties arrested with 
him. Tho parties implicated number 

> fifty. Of these twenty-one had been 
indicted for offences against the election 
laws in November last. The trials in tho 
State Courts were to have boen held 
prior to the massacre, but tho indict- 
ments were all stolen from tho Clerk's 
Office. Tho trials in tho Federal Courts 
were to take place in May lust, and tho 
witnesses against the parties to bo tried 
wore Judgo Chisholm, Rosenbaum, 
Hopper brothers, and Gilmer. All those 
indicted were Democrats, and tho 
witnesses wero Republicans. It was to 
prevent those trials that the conspiracy 
was hatched, the purpose being to kill 
all the parties named as witnesses. As 
a question of fact, it is clearly estab- 
lished that McLellan was not a citizen 
of the United States. Whether he for- 
feited his fights as a British subject by 
reason of connection with tho Confed- 
erate military service is for tho British 
authorities to determine. A copy of tho 
testimony will he furnished the 

p representative of Great Britan by tho 
State Department. McLellan was a 
bachelor and legal succession to his 
property will require a decision upon 
his citizenship.

Its cries angered one of the 
salvages and ho caught it up in his 
arms and cut part of its tongue off, 
theti cast it to one side in the grass. 
The next morning at 10 o'clock, when 
help camo, tho child was found still 
alivo, and mother and baby are now at 
Mt. Idaho, liable to start for their 
otorunl homo any day. Call this ex- 
aggerated if you please, but our infor- 
mant, Mr. Miller, deoalres that deeds 
wore done, not less shocking, but too 
revolting to go into any journal.

Ca 'i ; he crisis is a serious one All the en- 
ergy and prudence of the officers of the 
law will have to be exercised to qaell the 
disturbances. Dnle ? s speedily reptened 
Ike riots may usher m a civil >. ar in which 
the original points of grievance w ill be 
^allowed up in other and more momen- 
tons topics. Monopolies and monopolists 
lave made gigantic strides in the United 
States of l.Te'yoars. They have , wrung 
W land and money subsidies from the 
Government, have claimed and .received 
exceptional advantages that enriched all 
concerned, have corrupted legislatures 
and officials, and have built up a monied 
aristocracy too frequently composed of 
the most ignorant and vicious members 
of society. Thirty years ago a man in the 
States who was worth 850,000 was ac- 
counted a modern Crowns. In the pre- 
sent day anyone worth less than » million 
is regarded only as comfortably off. lhe 
system of monopolies has tended to make 
tbo rich richer and the poor poorer. The 
former have regarded the sufferings of the 
latter with a feeling of callous indiffer- 
ence, and the Workingman has come to re- 
gard Moneybags as a oreature who struts 
about in line clothes and rattles com m 
Lis pockets that was obtained through 
corruption, fraud and chicanery. The 
discontent has been long brewing The 
train has been long laid. The attempted 
reduction of wages was the match that 
fired the train, and the results are de- 
plorable. That the strikers adopted the 
best moans of attaining their end we do 
not Bay. We think that they adopted the 
very worst that could have been devised. 
They may. and doubtless will, prevent 
their wages from being lowered; but m 
tbo wreck and crash that must follow 
closolv on the heels of losses so tremeu- 
■ dous as vhoso of Pittsburg and elsewhere 
labor will suffer in a proportionate de- 
gree with Capital. There was never u 
great political, social or commercial dis- 
turbauco without all classes suffering id a 
greater or less degree; and tbe strikers 
may yet find that it would have been more 
profitable in the long run to have submit- 
ted to the reduction than to have resisted 
it at so great a sacrifice to life and pro- 

^Tite cause of the disturbances at San 
Francisco was the Chinese question— that 
ever present and apparently incurable 
evil, which has made itself felt m Britntli 
Columbia to some extent, and may bo 
productive of much trouble in the near 
future. Certainly, the assaults on the 
poor creatures and the destruction of 
their property cannot he too severely con- 
demned; but there is surely a remedy at 
baud if it be true-as is asserted— that the 
Okinese blook every avenue to industry 
that was formerly open to while labor be- 
cause they (having no families) work for 
unci thrive on wages that white men 
find inadequate for the support of thoir 
families. The motto of all employers of 
labor should be, No Chinese need app y 
so long as there is an idle white man who 
wil 1 work for a reasonable rate of wages. 
That is the right way in which to solve 
the Chinese problem, and confine tbo 
Hood of immigration from the blowery 
Kingdom to these shores within proper 
bounds. 

THE RISDALE JUDGMENT. 

Ibis judgment continues to give 
occasion for lively discussion. By 
certain parties it is welcomed with ex- 
ultation and gratitude. By others it 
is denounced as everything that is op- 
pressive, unreasonable, and tyrannical. 
Dl- Pusey declares that it cannot stand, 
anil openly counsels that it should be 
set at naught. The Church Associa- 
tion, at a late conference, Btrongly 
supported the judgment and the Ant 
upon which it was based. Day by day 
the feelings of the contending parties 
seem to become wore embittered, and 
the likelihood of a disruption appears | 



CALIFORNIA. 
San Fkancisco, duly '25. — Throughout 
the evening all that portion of the city 
north of Market street has been perfectly 
quietjbut south of that thoroughfare 
some disturbances have occurred. About 

9 o'clock a crowd of hoodlums collected 
and wrecked fca China houso on Natoma 
street, near 5th street. They then gath- 
ered on 5th streot, near tho United Ht.rtos 
Mint. A fow officers sent to disperse 
them were unable to effect anything. Uo- 
iuforeemeuts wero sent out, and after 
Btmo severe club exerciso, the mob broke. 
Some 200 or U00 of them subsequently 
started up Mission street, from 8th to 
9th, and cleaned out every Chinese house 
on tho streot, the occupants abandoning 
them to seen 1 ' personal safety. Arriving 
ut tbo 12th street they wert joined by a 
crowd who had been depredating on 
Brannan street and in combined force mov- 
ed to comer of 12th and Folsom, where 
tlioy tore down and set fire to the Chinese 
match factory and laundry. Hero they 
were again attacked and roughly used by 
the policy, and at last advices quiet had 
been restored, tho mob having dispers- 
ed and apparently sought their homos. 
About 11:15 P- m. a Chinese wash house 
in the extreme north-western portion of 
the city was burnt down, but it was ap- 
parently au act of a very fow parties; as 
the police ou arrival found no trace of a 
crowd of further disturbance. At this 
hour (12:10) everything is reported quiet 
in every direction. It is thought there 
will bo no further trouble during tho 
night. The outrages thus far seem to 
have been committed by unorganizod 
gangs or vicious hoodlums. The work- 
ingnien's party of the city avow their op- 
position to all such proceedings, and in 
case of necessity profess thoir readiness 
as a body to assist the friends of order. 
They are to a great extout sincere, as it 
is well known that workingmen of tho 
city uro to B great extent property-holders. 

Citizen's executive committee have been 
in session during tho evening, and have 
dono soino good work in providing mou 
and means to prevent any serious breach 
of tho peace; but tho operations aro to 
tome extent of a private nature. 

The superintendent of the Central 
Pacific railroad company has applied to 
tho authorities for protection. Full ex 
t^nt of ground on which ho bases applica- 
tion is ii t reported, though it is consid- 
ered possible some attempt may bo made 
to initiate actions against tho company. 

EASTERN" STATES. 
New \ r BK, July 25. — A mass meeting 
of live thousand persons was held in Ne- 
wark last night. Highly inflammatory 
speeches were made by L. Thompson aud 
Isaac Bennett, of New York. Tbe meet- 
ing was held in front of tho Military Park, 
the mayor forbidding entrance to the 
Park. Strong appeals were niado hero in 
favor of the strikers and the railway 
kings, and tho arbitrary rulers at Wash 
in g ton who gave them support were bit- 
terly denounced, An alarm of liro broke 
up tho meeting. Tho strike has not yet 
extended east of the Hudson river, nor is it 
likely to. 

Louisville, July 25.— The meeting to 
pacify the strikers to-night was a failure, 
the speakers being booted down, stoned, 
etc. Windows of Louisville, Nashville, 
and Southern railroad wero smashed by a 
mob. Depredations were committed. They 
attacked tho mayor's house aud wrecked 
that of the president of tho above, rail- 
road police met them and fired shots over 
their bends and scattered them. Excite- 
ment great. 

PittbbORo, July 25.— The city is quiet 
as usual, and business is gradually recov- 
ering. Homo military and citizens' vigi- 
lance committees aro doing effectual 
work. Leaders in the riot were arrested, 
aud a large amount of tbe goods carried 
off by plunderers recovered. 

Washington, July 25. — The command- 
ing general of tho department of the Gulf 
has been ordered to send all available 
troops to either Louisville or Newport 
barracks, These troops will consist of 
18 companies 3rd and 13th infantry. Af- 
fairs at Harrisburg are being watched 
closely with a view of sending there a suf- 
ficient number of regular troops to secure 
order and protect property. The com- 
manding officer of the department of tho 
South has been ordered to send all avail- 
able troops in his department either to 
Washington or Baltimore, as deemed mott 
expeditions. This force will consist of 
some 10 or 12 batteries artillery, and ap- 
proximately 7 companies of artillery. 

A troop train conveying troops from 
Columbia, S. C, met with an accident by 
jumping tho track near Union Point, and 
proved q total wreck. 

PittsbOBo, July 25. — At 7 o'clock this 
evening the remains of tho Philadelphia 
military killed in tho riot were taken to 
Philadelphia. The remains were escorted 
lo tho depot by the Defuserno Groys.

English Mail 

A terrible calamity recently occurred 
in the Norwegian village of Ellingaon. 
Tho school master had called the 
children of the villago together with 
the object oE examining them, using 
for this purpose tho second floor of a large 
unfinished log homo, to which access was 
gainod through a window by means of a 
ladder, tho staircase not being finished. 
Twenty children had assembled, and tho 
examination was marly coucludod, when 
suddenly tbo schoolmaster observed 
heavy volumes of Binoko penetrating tho 
room, directly followed by llamas. Hush- 
ing to tho window ho observed to his ter- 
ror that the ladder had disappeared, thus 
cutting off the only means of escape. 
Seizing a couple of the children he throw 
thorn out of tho window; but blindod, suf- 
focating, and scorched, ho was unable to 
got hold of any more, and jumped him- 
self through tho window, breaking ono 
leg in tho fall. All the men in tho vil- 
lage wero out fishing, and tho wonion 
away, thus no assistance was possible, aud 
the poor children were left to thoir futo. 
Only four of tho whole number escaped, 
all more or less burned and bruised.wlnle 
sixteen perished, the lloor suddenly giv- 
ing away. 

The streets sf Erzeroum aro comparod 
by a correspondent of the London Stun- 
dard to a net of wriggling oels. No 
squares, no good-looking houses, offer 
anywhere a means of setting oneself right ; 
everywhere nothing but houses, rising 
slightly from tho ground, with grass 
roofs, ou which may frequently bo scon 
niulHed-up women, children at play and 
lambs frisking about. Children ami lambs 
sometimes fall through tbo chimney into 
the houso, in which men, horses, oxen, 
cows aud sheep live together. In bad 
weather the chimneys aro oovorod with 
11 it i tones, and then tho smoko fills tho 
room or stable, whichever ouo chooses to 
call it. A small pait of this room, devoid 
of light or sir, in which a lire made of 
dung and finely cut straw burns, is koiw- 
aiod by a railing. Here paterfamilias 
sits on a rug, smoking his chibouque or 
uargileh, and receives guests. Tho pre- 
paration fcr guests gives little trouble; a 
penny a day suffices to satisfy tho palata 
and stomach, even in wealthy families A 
little bread and cheese, perhaps a cucum- 
ber, under favorable circumstances a pi- 
laff, on feast days a piece of mutton, which 
the Armenian women roast particularly 
well, — that is the whole bill of faro.

-Tbo fame paper says that the general 
court of the Hudson's Bay Company, at 
which Mr. Gosehen took the chair, show- 
ed a very different state of affairs. Tho 
Right lion. Chairman hud to express his 
profound regret at having again to tell a 
story of falling prices and depression of 
trade. The profits wero insufficient to 
pay any dividend, and Mr. Nelson made a 
Violent attack upon Sir Edward Watkiu 
witb regard to tho largo nominal increase 
ia tbo capital of the Company which took 
place soma years ago. Tho chairman call- 
ed Hem to order, as Sir E. Watkin was 
abaaut, A largo majority of tho share- 
holders present expressed their confidence 
in tbo directors. 

Found Dead. — An inquest was held 
yesterday before Hou. A. F. Pomborton, 
at tbo Police Barracks, over tho body of 
Qjien Ten, a Chinaman. Tho deceased 
hilH liBoti in prison for tho last sir months 
'or whisky-Belling, and during the whole 
of that time had been unwell. Dr.Helmc- 
ion tbought that his sickness was the re- 
ault of excessive opium smoking.

The oxports by 
sea from San Francisco during tho first 
half of 1877 aggregated 138,142 pounds, 
valued at $26,766, against 381,641 pounds 
during tho like period of 1876, valued at 
835,137.

Archdeacon Wriglit and Apostolical 
Succession. 

Editor Colon ist:— luudly oorroet an 
important misprint. The words quoted 
by mo from tho Wisconsin letter distinct- 
ly declare on tbo side of "Apostolical 
Succession." Tlio llev. E, Cridgo therein 
says (Sept. 14, 1876 ,) that no wont to 
England expressly lobo consecrated not. 
" through the traditional churc/t," but 
" through the traditional channel," i. a. 
by tho channel tvhicriLas been tradition- 
ally cbe truo eliatnel — the obinnel 
from tbo Apostles. What is that but 
" Apostolical Saceosulon ?" 

And now afriendly word with "Anon." 
Ho quotos Article X.XI. That Article 
has no more to do -oi tk tho Diocesan Sy- 
nod of this or uny other dioeese than I 
have to do with the legislative Assembly 
of Victoria. Its koitdiug is "Of tho au- 
thority of Genora.1 Councils." Wo all 
know tbat in England not only "General 
Councils," but national and Provincial 
Councils cannot assourblo without State 
authority. Why so ? For this good rea- 
son— they might pass laws opposed to the 
laws of tlie Stale, That, I repeat has no 
thing whatever to do with Diocesan Sy- 
nods, which alwai/s have met and still do 
meet just when theEiakop of <i diocese, thinks 
proper. Tho Statenover for a moment 
dreamt of interfering with Diocesan Sy- 
nods whether in England or tho Colonies. 
" Anon " also alln den to I! and 4 Vie. c. 83 
and wisliei. I suppose, to imply that our 
Bishop is no Bishop of the Church of 
England and therefore "issubieot \o a 
penalty of £5.0 for p, reaching in u Church 
of England/' Inarinuou as the Bishop of 
Columbia was expressly sent forth by tho 
Church of England as ono of her bishops 
wo may fairly ceaoLude that ho jh a bish- 
op of that church ,uu|d since, further, ho 
and all i/dief of our eolonia 1 . bishops' do 
proiiob throughout England and are wel- 
comed by all blshtops ruling dioceses in 
England, tho penalty speoilied in the Act 
in no way questjonathe Church of Eng- 
land position of ou* bishop, nor dons it 
prevent his preaching in England, If 
"Anon'' had qtiotodfebe Act the reverse 
would at onco ha vo been perfectly clear. 
Tho words are as follows: 

"And be itenacted that if any bishop, 
priest or deacon no t being a bishop, pi tost 
or deacon of the United Church of Eng- 
land or Ireland ,or of any of Her Majesty's 
foreign poBje^QuiBi, or. of tho Protestant 
Episcopal Cbiiiii h an Scotland or in tho 
United States of America, shall officiate 
in any such oluiroL or ohape^he shall for 
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sots forth that the Bishop of Columbia 
■and all colonial bishops aro not liable to 
the penally. Why then should "Anon " 
sot forth that they are? I cannot tell;

CANADIAN PACIFIC RAILWAY 
ROUTES. 

Tho Buto Inlot aud Esquimalt Route 
No. 6, aud tlio Frnsor Valloy and Bui- 
raid Iulot Koute No. 2, Compared an 
to tho Advantages Oifored by encli to 
tho Dominion and to tho Empire. 

Editor Colonist: — Under tho above 
heading in a letter of I llOth June last iu 
your paper, facts and figures woro adduc- 
ed by nie to prove the preponderance of 
population in this Province to be on the 
Southeast and East Coast of Vancouver 
island and not in tho vallies of the Eraser 
and Thompson, as had mistakenly boon 
affirmed in tho House of Commons, Otta- 
wa, and within the columns of tho Toron- 
to Globe. 

This superiority, it was shown existed, 
notwithstanding tho fact— all impor- 
tant in view of tho aforemoutionod com- 
parisons made in Ontario- that, sinco 
187;5, tho publio lands of Vancouver on 
tho East and South Coasts had been re- 
served from sale or alienation in conse- 
quence of the decision, that year, of the 
Macdonald administration to "locato a 
railway lino from Esquimalt harbor to 
Seymour Narrows." 

Now must briefly bo noticed a few of 
the many matters— mostly irrelevant — 
brought up by tho Mainland Guardian, in 
its two editorials on that letter. 

RIVAL routes. 

The Guardian views the subject of ri- 
val routes "as worn threadbare; as to tho 
mind of any iutolligeut person, tho ques- 
tion has been finally settled." Not so 
have I read the last report of Euginecr- 
in-Ohiof Fleming, on tho Canadian Paci- 
fic Railway, 1877, Not so have I under- 
stood the purport of tho two last pub- 
lished despatches to our Government 
from Earl Carnarvon. 

ACCURACY. 

It matters not where any particular Is- 
lander, or any ono or more Muinlanders, 
may have their personal interests. All 
aro aliko bound to aim at strict accuracy 
in statements publicly made on tho rail- 
way terminus question, and it is tho im- 
perative duty of any one, aware that, on 
such a vitally important question, inac- 
curate and misleading representations 
have been published, to call these in ques- 
tion, in order that, by free discussion, the 
truth may be elicited and if necessary 
"proclaimed from the house'tops." There 
is no earthly need of, as tho Guardian 
hints, stirring up sectional strife. No- 
thing is more undesirable or ridiculous. 
There need bo no strife save that of sound 
argument based on tho inexorable logic 
of such facts as "wiuna ding, daurua bo 
disputed." 

MISTAKES Oli INACCURACIES. 

An inaccuracy to be noted occurs in the 
Toronto Weekly Globe April 13, 1877, p. 
250, under tho caption "Pacific Railway." 
The real choice (says tho writer) "will, to 
ull appearance, lie between Bute Inlet and 
Burrard Inlet, each of which has somo 
advantages in its favor. If tho railway is 
ever to bo constructed to Etquimalt 
ulong Vancouver Island, it becomes a 
matter of necessity to adopt Bute Inlet us 
tho present terminus. As a military rood 
this lino would be the most serviceable, 
sinco a line along the Eraser valley would 
bo for a considerable distance inclose prox- 
imity to the Canadian frontier. But tho 
latter has the advantage in lespcct both 
of distance and the harbor at its lermiuns." 
The italics are miuo. 

The author of the foregoing leader iu 
tho Globe had probably read a letter in 
the London Times of last January, or ear- 
ly in February, dated New Westminster, 
British Columbia, December 4th, 1870, 
and signed ' 'Old Settler." The Globe 
scribe had also, perhaps, heard or read 
tho statement in tho Hou«e of Commons, 
Ottawa, by Mr. Dewdney, M. P., on tho 
Gth April, 1S7G, that (his words aro quot- 
ed) "the navigation from tho southern 
extremity of Vancouver Island to Burrard 
Inlet is excellent." 

"Old Settler's" letter does not overflow 
with the milk of human kindness towards 
Victoria or Victorians; but let that alone 
as far as may bo. The following quota- 
tion is, however, unavoidable. "A good 
route (O.S. says) has been found passing 
through, or close to, tho settled parts of 
tho Province, and terminating at the mag- 
nificent harbor of Burrard Inlet— a har- 
bor capable of containing nil the navies in 
tho world, with plenty ofjroom to spare; 
a harbor which Victorians in thoir blind 
rage stigmatize as difficult and danger- 
ous of access, but into which sailing ships 
have been brought under Bail and with- 
out a pilot." 

ATTEMPTED CORRECTION OF MISTAKES. 

Now will "Old Settler," ovor bis nom de 
pluino, or, as ho may prefer, kindly in- 
form the readers of The Colonist, how 
many shipmasters in the last twelve years 
he has known to bring their vessels into 
Burrard Inlet from tho Fucan Straits 
without a pilot ? how many of those to go 
out without a pilot, and how many to re- 
peat the venture of sailing iu from tho 
Straits, through the intricate ehauuol of 
the Haro Archipelago, across the Gulf of 
Georgia and through the dangerous Nar- 
rows at tho entrance of tho Inlot— but 800 
yards wide at one place — since 1871 ? 
I have sought information from every 
source, relative to the principal harbors 
of this Province, that prima facie, seemed 
suitable for tbo Western terminus of the 
British Transcontinental Railway. As to 
the sailing of ships from Royal Roads to 
Burrard Inlet with or without a pilot, two 
instances thereof have emtio to, my know- 
ledge, but theso vessels, small in sizo,woro 
piloted if not towed out. There may have 
been a fow other like casus. 1 have buon 
told of shipmasters having come to grief 
in making tho attempt, The rule now is 
for vossels to be towed to and fro, 

Ear indeed is Burrard Inlet from being 
tho extensively onpneiquu harbor "Old 
Settler," ami "the Guardian oditor and 
others would havo tho world imagine. 
Instead of, as thoy assert, having room 
for tho navies of tlio world, it has of good 
anchorage at Granville, or Coal Harbor, 
only about 1 square marine, mile in ex- 
tent, and off Moody ville, north shore, only 
about U a square marine mile in ex.tont.In 
English Bay there are about .'! square ma-, 
ripe miles; but that roadstead is exposed 
from W.S.W. to W.&W., whence the 
strongest winds blow from tho Gulf of 
Georgia, and, with northerly winds, there 
is u long fetch of sea in from the Gulf. 



through the Narrows to Burrrrd Inlot. 

Tho remaining space or mid-channel of 
tho Inlet outside tho second Narrows is 
unsafe for anchorage owing to tho strength 
of its tidal currents and eddies. It rises 
from about 20 to 39 fathoms in depth. 

Esquimalt has, with tho exception of a 
fow spots, some day to bo dredged, of 
safe anchorage about square marino 
miles in extent, and of wharf frontage 
about 4 y t miles in extent. Its adjacent 
outer harbor, Royal Roads, has 3 square 
marino miles of good holding ground, 
where, well found ships, such as PJim oil 
would approve of, ride out S.E. gales.tho 
only wind this roadstead is oxposod to.

Montreal, J uly 11.— Rey. J. A. Ver- 
non, of tho French Canadian Mission- 
ary Society, who sailed from Quobec 
for Liverpool per steamship Memphis, 
on the 11th of June, in a letter to a 
friend in this city gives an account of 
a shocking tragedy which occurred on 
board during the voyage. _A young 
man named Fernley, some 25 years of 
ago, tho only sou of a wealthy family 
in England," was on his way homo to 
arrange tbo affairs of the estate with 
his throe sisters, to whom it had bo- 
fallon by tho death of the father a few 
years sinco and tho recent sudden 
death of the mother. One evening un- 
until twelve o'clock ho was with tho 
captain of the ship, and afterwards 
promenaded the deck in the moonlight 
until two o'clock a. m., when be went 
to his own cabin. Two hours later 
tho steward discovered blood on the 
floor of the saloon, which he traced to 
Pernley's cabin, and opening it found 
tho mutilated body of the young ruau 
lying iu the midst of a pool of blood. 
He had committed suicide by cutting 
his throat with a small pair scissors. 
During his sojourn in Canada ho had 
acquired a largo and fine farm prop- 
erty at Belleville. 

Toronto, July 13— Many years a,;.) 
—between twenty and thirty— in the 
township of Richmond, a man named 
Weightmar , in a dispute with his hir- 
ed man, deliberately shot the luttrr 
and took to the woods, and was never 
hoard of afterwards. About eleven 
years ago Mr. R. J- Hazzard, of the 
fourth concession of Richmond, found 
in his woods a human skull, thigh, and 
other bones. A few days ago Mr. E. 
Sills found, a few lods from the spot 
whoie tho skull and bones were dis- 
covered, au old gun barrel, which waa 
brought to view by a cow treading on 
ono end of it and raising the other. 
On digging ho found also the stock, 
a pistol, a butcher knife, and a clasp 
knife. Subsequent diggings brought 
to light about fifty dollars iu gold and 
silver coin. It is supposed that the 
bones are those of the murderor 
Weigh tman, who buried his wealth 
for safety, and then either took sick 
and died or wa3 killed by wild boasts, 
then abundant, or that he shot himself 
through remorse. 

Halifax, N. S., July 8.— At tho lay- 
ing of the corner-stone of the Normal 
School building yesterday speeches 
wero made by Lieutennant-Governor 
Archibald, Vice-Admiral Cooper Key, 
General Lallan, tho now Governor of 
Bermuda, Chief Justice Young, Pro- 
vincial Secretary Hill, and others. 
While the ceremony was going on 
Charles J. Major, a teacher of the Nor- 
mal School, attempted to destroy his 
daughter bv cutting her throat. She 
was rescued and he was secured. He 
has been suffering mentally of lato. 

The St. John Chief of Police must 
a bravo man, if not a wise one. It 
appears that tho treasure of tho bank 
of New Brunswick was placed for safe 
keeping, in tho basement of Calvin 
chui'eh°' A guard of volunteers was 
placed there to keep tho sidewalk clear, 
and protect the treasure. The Chief 
stood on tho dignity of the civic power 
as superior to the military, and march- 
ed majestically up to Calvin church, 
the sidewalk of which tho guard had 
ordered to keep clear.' "Who 
there?" demanded tho sentinel. 
'The Chief of Police," replied Mr. 
Marshal. "You can't pass hero," re- 
plied tho sentinel, "you must take the 
street." But tho chief insisted ou his 
right to tho sidewalk, and drew his 
revolver to enforce it But according 
to tho "News"— "A bayonet was 
placed unpleasantly near his bread- 
basket, another bayonet iu tho rear 
rendered rotreat impracticable, and the 
Chief had to give up his revolver and 
surrender. He waa out-numbered and 
outflanked, and his communications 
out off. So ho surrendered and waa 
marched up to King Square and hand- 
ed over to tho Colonel." After a re- 
primand he was released.
